sixty (60) of which, ten <1(8 seats shall be reserved for the Scheduled Castes and 

twenty (20) seats for the Scheduled Tribes; and

WHEREAS, in pursuance of Sub-Section (1) of Section 5, read with sub Section 
(1) of Section 9 of the said Act, the Delimitation Commission associated with itself the 
Associate Members from the State with the proceedings for the delimitation of 
Parliamentary and Assembly Constituencies in the State; and 
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WHEREAS, in pursuance of Sub-Section (2) of Section 9 of the se»d Act, the 


Delimitation Commission published its proposals, along with the dissenting proposals of 
the Associate Member of the Commission who desired publication thereof, for the 

delimitation of Parliamentary and Assembly Constituencies in the State on the basis of 

the relevant published figures of 2001 Census, in the extraordinary issue of the Gazette 

of India and in the Tripura State Gazette on 28th February, 2005, for inviting objections 

and suggestions in relation to the aforesaid proposals by 14th March, 2005; and 


WHEREAS, in pursuance of the said Sub-Section (2) of Section 9 of that Act, the 

Commission’s Order No. 3 mentioned above and the above referred draft proposals of 

the Commission along with the dissenting proposals of the Associate Member were also 

published in the local newspapers on 1 st March 2005 and given further publicity through 

radio and television and other media of mass communication; and

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3. Where the name of a Constituency as shown in Table-A os Tabie-B is 
distinguished by the brackets and letters “(SC)” the seat in that Constituency is 
reserved for the Scheduled Castes. 


4. Where the name of a Constituency as shown in Table-A or Table-B is 
distinguished by the brackets and letters “(ST)” the seat in that Constituency is 
reserved for the Scheduled Tribes.
